ST. PETERSBURG, April 11.—A 
Ond meeting of the Pan-Russian Congress 
of Atiorneys held here this after- 
noon and a resolution was adopted favor- 
ing the removal of the autocratic régime 
and the proclamation democratic 
Constitution on the 
suffrage and a secret ballot.

Now, it is 
true that there was a time when some 
dueling was done in this country, and it 
was usually dueling of a very serious 
sort—of a sort so serious as to make Eu- 
ropean dueling, especially that of recent 
years, a farce, more or less roaring. But 
the custom was never prevalent here to 
any such extent as abroad, and it has re- 
mained in full vogue there years and 
years after we came to a full realization 
of its unreasonableness, its absurdity, and 
its wickedness. We still commit our share 
of murders, and assassinations are not 
unknown here, but we long since deprived 
both crimes of the dignity of a recognized 
social rite, and the one ‘‘ American duel,” 
properly so called, is a suit at law. The 
double suicide in Hamburg, if it must re- 
ceive a racial or national designation, was 
thoroughly German, but if it had not been 
described as ‘‘ American’’ we would have 
been content to apply to it some such ad- 
jective as ‘silly’ or “ stupid.”

BAD FRUIT NOT DUTIABLE. 


Circuit Court Decides in Favor of the 
Importers. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers was notified yesterday that 
the United States Circuit Court in Balti- 
more had affirmed its decision in what 
lis known as the “ rotten fruit case. The 
case is important and involves large sums 


in duties. 
The case tried in Baltimore had its 


origin in an importation of 1,034 barrels 
of oranges from Jamaica. They were 
culled over in the presence of a customs 
official and sixty-five barrels were filled 


with fruit that had decayed se far as to 
become mgre pulp. The Collector insisted 
on collecting duty on the full quantity 
|imported. under the clause of the law 
prohibiting any allowance to importers 
for damage sustained” by merchandise 
during the voyage. 

The court held that this and similar 
cases are not covered by this clause of 
the law. It rules that the pulp had ceased 
to be oranges or merchandise of any kind, 
and therefore was not dutiable.

to choose between them; and 

“ Whereas, To guard against the repeti- 
| tion of losses of a like character, not only 
to the parties hereto, but to all persons 
in the theatrical business who either con- 
trol companies or own theatres, it is nec- 
essary that the defects in the particulars 
mentioned should be remedied, &c. 

“So it is agreed that it shall go into 
effect on Aug. 31, 1901, and cont nue in 
effect for five years; that during the con- 
tinuance of it, certain theatres, mentioned 
by name, and which are owned or leased 
or controlled by the parties to the agree- 
ment, shall be booked with attractions in 
conjunction with each other, buy no at- 
traction shall be booked which insists in 
playing in opposition theatres.’ 

The percentages of the profits which are 
to be taken from the various theatres are 
mentioned. It is provided that Klaw 
Erlanger shall have charge of all_book- 
ings for theatres owned or controlled by 
Nixon & Zimmerman.

BIGGEST KAISER IN PORT. 


Kaiser, Who Inspected Her, 
Pleased with His Namesake. 


The flagship Kaiser Wilhelm II. of the 
North German Lloyd fleet, which has 
not been in New York since Christmas, 
arrived at Hoboken yesterday afternoon, 
after a rather uneventful passage. While 
in dock at Bremerhaven the great liner 
was visited by the Kaiser, who inspected 
her. As he was leaving the ship the 
Emperor remarked: 

‘“‘T am very proud of my namesake.” 

On Sunday afternoon,. witbin,.an hour, 
the big liner passed eight icebergs between 
80 and 120 feet out of the water and 
a score of others ranging from 20 to 60 
feet in height. The Kaiser Wilhelm was 
obliged to do some dodging to avoid the 
icy monsters. The weather at the time 
was very foggy, but the eastbound White 
Star liner Teutonic had warned the 
Kaiser by wireless telegraphy of the 
presence of the icebergs, and the Ger- 
man liner was on her guard. 

Among those who came over in the 
Kaiser were Col. W. Gordon McCabe of 
Richmond, Va.; A. A. Houseman, E. E. 
Smathers, and Mme. Adele Aus der Ohe, 
the pianist. Coco, the baboon, who will 
be an attraction at the Hippodrome, was 
another passenger. 


SHIP BRINGS ODD MALADY. 
Death and Suicide on Osceola—Trying 
to Diagnose Disease. 


A peculiar malady of which excessive 
temperature seems to be the distinguish- 
ing feature was brought to the attention 
of the health authorities here yesterday 
upon the arrival of the British steamship 
Osceola from River Plate, Para, and Bar- 
bados. Capt. McLean and three members 
of his crew were ill when the boat ar-| 
rived. One man had died and was buried 
at sea, another stricken with the illness 
had committed suicide by jumping over- 
board, and two others had been sent to 
hospitals in Barbados. Dr. Doty, the 
Health Officer of the port, decided to hold 
the Osceola at Quarantine. 

Dr. Doty said yesterday that, while he 
had been unable then to determine the 
nature of the disease, he was inclined to 
believe that it is a form of malaria, and 
not contagious. The members of the crew 
will be held for observation, however, and 
the steamship will be detained until she 
has been thoroughly disinfected.
